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The request for reconsideration has been carefully considered and the final office action is substained. (1 ) Examiner respectfully 
disagrees that Lovercheck fails to disclose or suggest a switching means that switch the type of fuel source. Lovercheck discloses two 
types of fuel source (tanks 3, 44) and the switching'means 48 is capable of select each type of fuel as required by the system. Note, the 
argument with respect to bypassing the fuel (via stream 2) of Lovercheck is directed to the method and/or manner of operating the 
device, and the manner of operating the device does not differentiate apparatus claim from the prior art. See Ex Parte Masham, 2 
USPQ2d 1647 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1987). Furthermore, the method of bypassing the fuel to stream 2 in Lovercheck is not limited to 
the scope of Lovercheck invention.
